On e sort of legislation that appears 
certain of en actmen t is the suppres­ 
sion of the “loam shark’’ evil. 
Several 
bills bearin g,on this subject have been 
in troduced In both 
bran ches of 
the 
legislature. 
Tt Is expected that the 
committees will draft a 
bill embody ­ 
ing all the desirable poin ts of these 
several measures and that the commit­ 
tee product will be passed with little 
opposition . 
Some of tbe proposed bills 
provide fin e 
and 
imprison men t for 
charging excessive or exorbitant inter­ 
est on loan s and in other measures the 
matter of makin g loan s is made so 
complex and difficult as to practically 
preclude the possibility of such busi­ 
ness flourishing. 
It is not improbable 
that the bill passed on this subject 
will contain an emergency appeal.

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One day at the T hird N ational b ank, 
In the city of Comopolis, a Stranger 
w alked throu gh the president’s room 
an d past the b ookkeeper's and took 
from the pile of money stacked at the 
paying teller’s right hand fou r pack­ 
ages of $10,000 each. 
lie w as coolly 
w alking ou t again w hen stopped b y the 
president and a gu n. 
T he man w as known to the police as 
“ Slick Charlie," and to tell of all his 
adv entu res w ou ld All a b ook. 
It was 
for his attem pted theft of the $40,000 
tha t he w as sent to the W oonson peni­ 
te n tia ry for fiv e years. T he officer who 
deliv ered him b ehind the doors of that 
institu tion said to the w arden: 
“ H ere is a man you w ant to keep an 
a ye on. 
Don’t lose sight of him day 
or night.

Railroad Accidents Kill 1032 Persons 
in Ninety Days, 
I^aac B. Craig , oi M itto o n, intro-

— jseatarives last Week a measure that

piruions and railroad employes, be 
cause it concerns only railroad com­ 
panies. The new bill is backed by 
the Brotherhood of Loc motive en­ 
g ineers. It allows ra i'oad employes 
to recover aamag is for accidents re­ 
ceived on the road. 
Toe Interstate commerce commis­ 
sion ha.» issued a report on railroad ac­ 
cidents in the Unitid States during 
the mouths ot J uly , Aug ust and Sep- 
tern ner. 19 04, she wing 228 passeng ers 
and 183 employes killed, aud 2,16 4 
passeng ers aud 1,6 9 3 employes injured 
io train accidents. 
Other accidents to passeng ers and 
employes, not the result of collisions 
or derailments, bring the ag g reg ate 
casualiths fir the quarter up to 1,<>32 
ki ted and 13,207 injured. There were 
1,439 collisions and 1321 derailments, 
the damag e to cars, eng ines and road­ 
way beinw ¡12,139 ,073. 
The report says that while these 
fig uns show a g ratifying decrease in 
tne number of employes killed, the 
three months, as a whole, may be 
termed the most disastrous one quar­ 
ter on record in fatal accidents to 
passeug ers.

The explosive force of lig htning a c t­ 
ing on dead wood is not, as a rule, so 
g reat jih when living trees are struck, 
thoug h Sir W illiam H arris shows th a t 
“the m asts of ships of the line, three 
feet in diam eter and 110 feet long , 
bound w ith hoops of iron half an inch 
thick and five Inches wide, the whole 
w eig hing about eig hteen tons, have 
been in m any Instances torn asunder 
and the hoops of iron scattered about 
the decks.” It will be found, as a rule, 
th a t trees are struck by lig htning far 
more often than are building s, even 
If the trees and biiilding s are close to­ 
g ether. 
T his is partly because the 
trees are hig her. 
But there m ust probably be some un­ 
known reason not only for the fre ­ 
quency w ith which trees are struck, 
but for the recurrence of such shocks 
in the case of p articular trees or trees 
In the sam e locality . 
The com m onest 
form of injury is 
that the current 
passes down the bark of 
the tree, strip ­ 
ping off the band, 
wider or narrower, 
from top to bottom . 
Sometimes on an 
oak 
two or three of these lig htning 
m arks are seen, evidently caused a t 
different times. 
T here m ust be som ething in the form 
or situation or earth below the trees 
w hich endang ers it. 
An instance is 
quoted in Mr. Anderson’s descriptive 
book of the Church of *SL M ary In 
Genoa, which w as frequently struck 
by lig htning , som etim es as often as 
tw ice a y ear. 
It w as noticed th at the 
electric force alw ay s followed the same 
track. 
It w as discovered later tfia/ 
th e w alls w ere dam ped w ith iron, and 
th a t the lig htning had followed the 
patch in which the m etal offered the 
g reatest continuity , destroy ing the zone 
between. 
If the g round below the tree or build­ 
ing is hard and dry , the contact w ith 
the earth, in which the lig htning ex­ 
pands its force and disperses, is diffi­ 
cult, and the destruction of the object 
struck is likely to re sult 
This may 
explain the frequency w ith which a 
“blasted” tree is seen extending its 
dead arm s on the sum m it of some rocky 
cliff or peak. 
The g round below it is 
dry and does not easily lead aw ay the 
current into the earth. 
At the sam e tim e thunderclouds un­ 
doubtedly tend to discharg e, or perhaps 
It would be safer to say th a t the trans­ 
mission from the cloud to th e earth 
more 
frequently 
takes 
place, 
near 
pieces of w ater and along the courses 
of rivers thau elsew here. 
In a park in one of the eastern coun­ 
ties of E ng land there is a larg e lake. 
T he park contains more trees struck by 
lig htning than the w hole of the rest of 
th e estate. 
Some m iles aw ay is a road 
called 
locally 
the “Lig htning road” 
from th e frequency w ith which acci­ 
dents have occurred there either to 
trees, horses, cattle or passeng ers. 
In 
this park there recently occurred an in­ 
stance of the explosive effect in cer­ 
tain circum stances not perfectly known. 
A very tall spruce, probably 100 feet 
hig h, w as “exploded” from top to bob 
tom into pieces the size of the wood 
used in m aking chairs. Every shred of 
bark w as stripped from them , and the 
wood looked us if it had been shredded 
up for firing . 
A sim ilar Instance oc­ 
curred some y ears ug o when an oak In 
the g rove below the foot of the W hite 
lodg e in Richmond park exploded un­ 
der lig htning shock. 
The bark flew off 
and simply disappeared in sm all patch­ 
es, and the rest of the tree w as sh a t­ 
tered into w hite frag m ents. 
In these cases it is probable th a t the 
current sets up such a trem endous heat 
th a t all the *ap in the tree is converted 
into superheated 
steam , 
which 
ex­ 
plodes. The g reater the heat the m ore of 
th e cells in which m oisture lies are ex­ 
ploded and the g reater the destruction 
of the tissues of the tree. 
As there is 
m ost m oisture betw een the bark and 
tl)e trunk the first and g reatest explo­ 
sion takes place there, instantly driv­ 
ing the bark aw ay into space. 
F re ­ 
quently the explosion only takes place 
a t th a t point. 
As Sir H iram M axim pointed out 
afte r th e g reat explosion 
of M ont 
Pelee, a very sim ilar m ethod 
is now 
used by the Am erican m anufacturers 
of wood pulp. 
The log s of fir are 
placed in a strong cham ber, and there 
subjected to th e action of superheated 
steam until the w ater in every cell is 
converted into 
explosive g as. 
The 
cham ber is tbeu opened and the 
log 
explodes, converting itself 
into wood 
powder, —Loudon Spectator.

If th e predictions are not car­ 
ried out to th e letter, no fault is ascrib­ 
ed to th e fortune teller. T his deviation 
by the bag and different colored flowers 
Is equally adaptable to all countries 
and has the m erit of being a cheap and 
easy w ay of settling one’s future, if 
one has only faith enough.

O'Gorman Mahon w as the very pin k 
of 
old 
fashion ed cou rtesy , bu t on e 
cou ld easily see w hat a m an he had 
been . 
H e w as the great d u elist of his 
d ay , a s u n ival of the squ ires w ho 
live in tHe pages of the chron iclers of 
Irelan d before the Un ion . 
lie liad 
been ou t d ozen s if n ot scores of tim es, 
an d there w as a story of his fightin g 
some throe d u els all in a morn in g. 
It w as cu riou s th at he stu ck to th e 
old d u elin g gospel to tho en d . 
I n ever 
saw' a m an so d isgu sted as he w as 
w hen he fou n d th a t Mr. Parn ell w ou ld 
n ot sen d a challen ge to 8 ir W illiam 
H arcou rt for some in su ltin g lan gu age 
■which Sir W illiam had u sed to the 
Irish chief. 
I can still recall the scen e. 
It took place a t on e of the tables in 
the tearoom of the hou se of common s. 
The old w arrior tu rn ed u p a t the con ­ 
su ltation , lookin g alm ost rad ian t. 
H e 
sn iffed the d u elin g grou n d from afar. 
Some tw o or three of the then y ou n g 
colleagu es of Parn ell w ere presen t, 
an d this id ea of a challen ge appeared 
to their m od ern min d s, of cou rse, as 
som ethin g grotesqu e. 
B u t T he O’Gor- 
man Mahon had come in perfect faith 
th a t a d u el w as a certain ty , an d his J 
lon g, horse shaped face becam e visibly j 
lon ger as P arn ell calmly said th a t he j 
d id n ot regard d u elin g as ration al or 
n ecessary .

H e 
wore the sam e su it of clothes w in ter 
It w as a cu riou s light | 
colored heavy tweed . Somehow or oth- J 
er it seem ed to accord w ith the w hite j 
man e an d the w hite beard . 
H e also 
was a g rea t smoker, bu t In stead of a ! 
cigar he u sed to smoke the d em ocratic j 
pipe, an d , if I m istake n ot, th e tobacco 
w as both stron g an d cheap. H e cou ld 
tell very stran g e tales of the old d ay s j 
in Irelan d an d in m an y other p arts of j 
the world too. He bad fou ght in some j 
of the m an y civil w ars of the sou thern f 
hem isphere an d had m an y m arvels to 
relate of earthqu akes, revolu tion s an d 
other n atu ral an d ' hu m an phen om en a 
in those faroff region s. 
I w as w ith the gallan t old fellow 
w ithin a few' hou rs of his d eath. H e 
d ied as he had lived , lie w as fu ll of 
the rou n d oaths of the eighteen th cen ­ 
tu ry , had his d rin k to the last. Joked 
abou t his n in ety y ears, refu sed all con ­ 
solation s, tem poral or spiritu al, an d 
sw aggered off to d eath as lie often had 
d on e to th e d u elin g grou n d . H e w as 
the last of a race.— M. A. P.
